The film covered all the the interesting factors; Design, 
doping, growing, haking and slicing of the wafers. The p&acing of the connect- 
ions became very intricate on the smaller chips. However, the really tiny chips 
were very hard to see, what was really co on. Maybe we should take another 
look at this one.--- The meeting of Sept. 28th. was another well attended aff- 
air with 29 members and guests signing the attendance book. 8 short business 
meeting was held, then Alvey W9EL intréduced the speaker of the evening, our 
own club member Tony Piccolo, WD9GCJ, who is now working for Texscan, a local 
electronics firm. Tony has a very interesting background in amateur radio have- 
ing started in Italy with the call I8PYH. When he csme to this country he took 
his Novice exam for code at the Indpls Radio Club. Later on he attended the Red 
Cross School. Tony expressed his appreciation of this help very nicely before 
starting his demonstration. Tony's subject was RF Filters, the design and man- 
ufacture of these with emphasis on the ultra high frequencies, Tony was well 
prepared for his subject using a sweep generator, a spectrum analyzer and a 
scope to illustrate each point as he explained the various filters. Since these 
were all very high frequencies, the filters required very minute adjustments to 
put them on the desired resonant frequency. The filters themselves were long 
tubular in shape with elements set up inside as capacitors and coils. On the 
surface of the brass tubes were thin slots thru which a pick or small driver 
gould be inserted and thespacing of the coil windings could be changed. Tony 
‘quickly dispelled any doubt of the effectiveness of this method by producing 
the correct results on the scope without much waste of time. Tony accompanied 
the demonstration with the theoretical formulae on the blackboard. He poin- 
‘ted out that the formulea wasthe same basic ones we had to use to pass our FCO 
*exams. RF filters are big in amateur radio at the present time and he hed no 
trouble holding the -ettention-of those present until the end of a very interest- 
ing evening.
